New Habitation, the ſmall Limits of 
theirAncicnt Habitation being Peſter- 
ed with the multitudes of Vagabounds, 
and not able neither to contain, nor

_ maintain them, did Vomit as it were 
furth this ſwarm, who cloyed with 
Ambition of their Ancient Victories, 
and thirſting aſter the Glory of a new 
Conqueſt, did firſt ſhew themſelves 
_ to the Southern Brztains, then to the 
Inhabitants of the Fi4;bernian Coaſts, 
( impatient of ſuch Neighbours ) 
were by Force, compelled to vifit the 
North Welt parts of Albiox ; who ac- 
_ cording to the Opinion of ſome, did 
firſt Settle themſelves in the Iſlands 
of Orcades ; and finding that Compaſs 
too {mall a bounds for their boundleſs 
Ambition, did ſhortly thereafter en- 
croach on the Country of Cornanani,

Biſhop Leſly a late (Writer of our 
Hiſtory following the opinion of ſome | 
others, will have the entry of the 
Pitts in Scotland to be about the 78 
year of our Redemption, in the Reign 
i of Ga/dus King of Scots, three years 
before the Emperor 7itys the Son 
of Yeſpafan ſacked Jeruſalem, and int 
the ſecond year of Cletus Biſhop of 
Rome, But ene the precite time 
of their arrival, I find a great difſe- 
rence amorigſt Hiſtorians. Each of

them arti L Soak aſter their 
own Imagination, which Controver- 
fie 1 will rather ſhun, than with a 
Multiplying Glaſs, preſs to read the 
outworn Ceiphers of ſo ancient a 
date, and with Cambden content my 
ſelf that they have written fo. . 


_ Tacitus, in the Life of his Father 
in Law Agricola, affirms the Original 
of the Scozs to be from Spain, and 
of the PIGT'S from Germany. 


Others again looking further back 
into times paſt, will have them to be. 
the Remainder of theAncient Hunns, 
( whereof great Inundations did over- 
whelm all 7taly, ) who expelled 
from their own Country and ſeeking 
new Habitations, did Plant their 
Armys, then their Colonies in Britazy. 


T for my part in ſo great variety 
ofOpinions,being involed into ſuch an 
TInextricable Labryinth, ſcarce know,

ing which of them to {ollow, ( yet 
that T may ſpeak, what T ſuppoſe 
to be true,and deliver my own Judg- 
ment, ) were it not that inthis point 
theAuthorities of VenerableBeda and. 
learned Boethius, did overweigh the 
Conjetturs of all others, T would af- 
ſuredly with Camden, think that 
thePICTS came trom no other 
place at all, but were the -very na- 
tural Britains themſelves, - even the 
right progeny ot the moſt ancient 
Britains, Thoſe Britains | mean, 
and none other, who before the com- 
ing of the Romans were ſettled in 
the North part 'of the Hands, and of 
thoſe who afterwards caſting off the 
Yoke of Bondage, as they are 
a Nation moſt impatient of fervi- 
lity, repaired into thoſe of theNorth ; 
Likeas when the Saxons, overcame 
the /ſle, thoſe Britains which would 
not torgo their Liberty, , convoyed 
themſelves into the Weſtern pars of 
the land, full of Cra ggie Hills, as 
OE | | F ales 
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Wales and Corywel, even ſo doubt- 
leſs, when the Roman War grew 
hot, theBrizajins, leſt they ſhould un- 
dergo ſervitude, ( which is of all 
miſeries the extreameſt )) got them 
unto our Northern parts, Frozen 
with the bitter Cold in Winter, tull 
of rough and rugged paſlages, full of 
Lakes, Vaſhes, and ſtanding Meeres, 
Where being armed, not ſo much 
with Weapons, as with the ſharp 
Air and Climat they grew up 
with the Native Inhabitants, which 
they here ſound, unto a mighty and 
Populous Nation. For 7 aeitus report- 
_ eth, that the Ruines of the Romans, 
were by his Wife's Father Agricola 
driven 1nto this part, as it were 1n- 
to an other Jlazd. And no doubt, 
but Britains they wepe that Inhabit- 
ed the moſt remote parts of this 
Hand, for ſhall we dream, that all 
thoſe Britains, Enemies to the Romans, 
which brought out thirty thouſand 
Armed Mex into the Field, againſt

Arricola, who gave unto the Empe- 
ror Severas, fo many overthroyws, 
that of the Romans and- Aſſociates, 
he loſt in one Expedition and journey 
ſeventy Thoufand,being Killed every 
Mothers Son, and none left for Seed 
nor Procreation, that they might 
give room to Foreigners out of Scy- 
thia and Cimbria ; fo far am T from 


believing of this, attho Boerhius, Leſ- 


ly and Beda have writen (6, by rela- 
tron from. others, and upon Truſt ; 
that T wou'd rather affirm,they were 
ſo multiplred that the very Soil was 
not able either to retain or receive 
them, and were inforc'd therelore to
